Emperor Yoshibito's carriage was

modern and very luxurious. As it
drew , up to .the new station, at. the
capital It was-greet- ed by, -- a great
crowd of citizens with shouts of "Ban
zai," and Long jive the emperor.

Then the emperor departed la the
special train that had been provided
by the government He rod in the
state coach which' was covered deep
with chrysanthemums.--

From Tokio the railroad winds
down to the edge 0 the. Island until
It reaches the seashore. Upon his left
as he rode. Emperor Yoshlhito gazed,
upon the rolling breakers of the ocean.
Upon his right rose the wooded moun
tain ridges. -
